Steinbock, with 
three or four Officers and Servants, came forwards 
on Horſeback, and the King of Denmark advanced 
a little to meet him: Being come within 12 Paces 
of the King, the Count alighted, and walking up 
with an Air of great Reſpect, claſp'd his Hand on 
his Majeſty's Foot, and made his Compliment.

which was printed by the Queen's Printer, raiſed 
a general Clamour among the trading Part of the 
Britiſh Nation, whoſe Senſe was amply expreſsd 
in a Paper which was publiſh'd about this time, 
entituled, The Trade with France, Italy, Spain, and 
Portugal, conſider d; with fome Obſervations on the 
Treaty of Commerce bet wren Great Britain and France, 
which you will find in the Appendix, Numb. III. 
The Bill to take off 25 /. Duty upon French 
Wine, met with great Oppoſition in the Houſe of 
Commons, and there were ſeveral Petitions againſt 
it; the Particulars of which I cannot deſcend to in 
this Place : But 1 muſt look back a little, and find 
that on the 23ſt of the laſt Month the Commons 
taking into Conſideration the Reports from the 
Commiſſioners of Publick Accompts; particularly 
that part of the firſt Report that related to the 
Lord N barten; which having occaſion'd a warm 
Debate, the ſame was put off for that time. But

force of a general and Fundamental Law. he enga- 

es again in the moſt ſacred manner poſſible, that 
Fe will obſerve, and take care that the ſame be ob- 
ſerved inviolably, and he will likewiſe uſe his ut- 
moſt diligence, and provide with the greateſt Ear- 
neſtneſs, that the aforeſaid Renunciations may be

ueen of Great - Britain, and at Rean, and other Towng 

France, Where Trading is uſed, whereunto recourſe 
may be had, as often as any Queſtion or Diſpute ariſes 
concerning ſuch Port-Duties, Cuftoms, and Imports, 
which are to be Demanded in fuch manner, and no 
otherwiſe, as ſhall be agreeable to the plain Words 
and Genuine Senſe of the aboveſaid Tables. And if 
any Officer, or other Perſon in his Name, ſhall under 
any pretence, publickly, or privately, directly or in- 
directly, ask or take of a Merchant, or any other Per- 
ſon, any Sum of Money, or any thing e e on account 
of Right, Dues, Stipend, Exhibition, or Compenſa- 
tion, altho' it be under the Name of u bree Giſt, or 
in any other Manner, or under any other Pretence 
more, or otherwiſe, than what is preferibed above, 
in ſuch Caſe the ſaidl Officer, or his „if he be 
found Guilty, and Convicted of the Tame before a 
Competent Judge, in the Country where the Crime 
was committed, ſhall give full Satisfaction to the Par- 
ty that is wronged, and ſhafl Tikewife'be puniſhed ac- 
cording to the Direction of the Las. 
VII. Merchants, Maſters of Ships, Owners, Mari- 
ners, Men of all Kinds, Ships, and al} Merchandizes 
in general, and Effects of one of the "Confederates, 
and of his Subjects and Inhabitants, mall on no pub- 
Iick or private Account, by Virtue of any general or 
ſpecial Edi&, be Seized in any the Lands, 'Ports, Ha- 
vens, Shores, or Dominions whatſoever of the other 
Confederates for the Publick Uſe, for Warlike Expe- 
ditions, or for any ter Cauſe, much leſs for the Pub- 
lick Uſe of any One, ſhall they be detained. by Ar- 
s, compelled by Violence, or under a olour 

. thereof, or in any wiſe Moleſted or Injured. More- 
over it ſhall be unlawful for the Subjects of both Par- 
ties, to take any Thing, or to Extort it by Force, ex- 
cept the Perſon to a6 it belongs Conſent, and it 
be paid for with ready Money, 


hich however is | 
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not to be underſtood of that Detention and Seizure, 


which ſhall be made by the Command and Authority 
of Juſtice, and by the ordinary, Methods, on Account 
of Debt, or Crimes in reſpe&t whereof the Proceed- 
ing muſt be by way of Law, according to the Form 
of Juſtice. 3 
VIII. Furthermore it is agreed and concluded as a 
general Rule, That all and ſingular the Subjects of the 
moſt Serene Queen of Great - Britain, and of the moſt 


Chriſtian King, in all Countries and Places ſubje& ro 


their Power on each Side, as to all Daties,. Impo- 
ſitions, or Cuſtoms whatſoever, concerning Perſons, 
Goods and Merchandizes, Ships, Freights, Seamen, 
Navigation and Commerce, ſhall uſe and enjoy the 
ſame Priviledges, Liberties, and Immuniries at leaſt, 
and have the like Favour in all Things, as well in the 
Courts of Juſtice, as in all ſych Things as relate ei- 
ther to Commerce, or to any other Right whatſoever, 
which any Foreign Nation, the moſt favoured, has, 
uſes, and enjoys, or may hereafter have, ufe, and en-

IX. It is further agreed, That within the ſpace of 
two Manths after a Law ſhall be made in Great-Britsin, 

hereby it ſhall be ſufficiently provided that. no more 
Cuſtoms or Duties be paid for Goods and Merchan- 
dizes brought from France to Great - Britain, than what 
are payable for Goods and Merchandizes of the like 
nature Imported into Great - Britain, from any other 
Country in Europe; and that all Laws made in Great- 
Britain, fince the Year 1664+ for Prohibiting the Im- 
portation of any Goods and Merchandizes coming 
from Frente, which were not Prohibited before that 
Time, be repealed, the general Tariff made in France 
the 18th Day of September in the Year 1664. ſhall take 
Place there again, and the Duties payable in france by 
the Subjects of Great · Britain, for Goods Imported and 
Exported, ſhall be paid according to the Tenour of 
the Tariff above-mentioned, and ſhall not exceed the 
Rule therein ſettled, in the Provinces whereof men- 
tion is there made, and in the other Proyinces the 
Duty ſhall not be payable, otherwiſe than according 


to the Rule at that Time preſcribed ; and all Prohibi- 


tions, Tariffs, Edicts, Declarations or Decrees made 
in Frauce ſince the ſaid Tariff of the Year 1664. and 
cantrary thereunto, in reſpe& to the Goods and Mer. 


chandizes of Great · Britain, ſhall. be Repealed. But 


Whereas ic is urged on the Part of france, that certain 
bY ar e 5 is to vo; nu Fures of Wool, 
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sugar, Salted Fiſh, and the Product of Whales be ex. 
cepted out of the Rule of the above-mentioned Ta- 
riff, and likewiſe other Heads of Matters belonging to 
this Treaty remain, which having been oppoſed on the 
Part of Great-Britain, have not yet been mutually ad- 
7 juſted, a Specification of all which is contained in a 
ſeparate Inſtrument Subſcribed by the Ambaſſadors 
Extraordinary, and Plenipotentiaries on both Sides; 
It is hereby Provided and Agreed, that within two 
Months from the Exchange of the Ratifications of this 
[> Treaty, Commiſſaries on both Sides ſhall meet at Lon- 
don, to conſider of, and remove the Difficulties con- 
cerning the Merchandizes to be excepted out of the 
Tariff of the Year 1664. and concerning the other 
Heads, which, as is aboveſaid, are —_—_ wholly ad- 
juſted. And at the ſame Time the ſaid Commiſlaries 
ſhall likewiſe endeavour, (which ſeems to be very 
much fpr the Intefeſt of both Nations) to have the 
Methods of Commerce on one Part, and of the other, 
more thoroughly examined, and to ſind out and eſta- 
bliſh juſt and beneficial Means on both Sides for re- 
moving the Difficulties in this Matter, and for regu- 
lating the Duties mutually. But it is always under- 
ſtood and provided, that all and ſingular Articles of 
this Treaty, do in the mean while remain in their full 
Force; and eſpecially that nothing be deemed, under 
any Pretence whatſoever, to hinder the Benefit of the 
General Tariff of the Year 1664. from being Granted 
to the Subjects of Her Royal Majeſty of Great · Britain, 
and the ſaid Britiſh Subjects from having and enjoying 
the ſame without any Delay or Tergiverſation, with- 
in the ſpace of two Months after a Law is made in 
Great-Britain, as aboveſaid, in as ample Manner and 
Form as the Subjects of any Nation, the moſt favour- 
ed, might have and enjoy the Benefit of the aforeſaid 
Tariff, any thing to be done, or diſcuffed by the ſaid 
Commiſſaries to the contrary in any wiſe notwith.

X. The Duties on Tobacco Imported into France, 
either in the Leaf, or prepared, ſhall! be reduced here- 
after to the ſame moderate Rate, as the ſaid Tobacco, 
of the growth of any Country in Europe or America, 

being brought into France, does or ſhall pay, The Sub- 
je&s on both Sides ſhall alſo pay the ſame Duties in 
France for the ſaid Tobacco There ſhall be likewiſe 
an equal Liberty of Selling it; and the Britiſh Sub- 
jects ſhall have the ſame Laws, as the Merchants of 
France themſelves have and enjoy. 1 
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Tax of 50 Sols Turnois laid on Britiſh Ships in France 
for every Tun, ſhall wholly ceaſe, and be from hence- 
forward annulled. In like manner the Tax of Five 
Shillings Sterling, laid on French Ships in Great- Britain 
for every Tun ſhall ceaſe ; neither ſhall the ſame, or 
any the like Impoſitions be laid hereafter on the Ships 
of the Subjects on either Side. 

XII. It is further agreed and concluded, That it 
ſhall be wholly free for all Merchants, Commanders 
of Ships, and others the Subjects of the Queen of 
Great - Britain, in all Places of Franze, to manage their 
own Buſineſs themſelves, or to commit them to the 
Management of whomſoever they pleaſe, nor fall 
they be obliged to make uſe of any Interpreter, or 
Broker, nor to pay them any Salary, unleſs they chuſe 
to make uſe of them. Moreover Maſters of Ships 
ſhall not be obliged in loading or unloading their 
Ships to make uſe of thoſe Workmen, either at Bour- 
deaux, or in any other Places, as may be appointed by 
Publick Authority for that Purpoſe ; but it ſhall be 
entirely free for them to load or unload their Ships 
by themſelves, or ro make uſe of ſuch Perſons in 
loading ar unloading the ſame, as they ſhall think fir, 
without the mar of any Salary to any other whom- 
ſoever ; neither ſhall they be forced to unload any 
Sort of Merchandizes either into other Ships, or to 
wait for their being loaded longer than they pleaſe, 
And all and every the Subjects of the moſt Chriſtian 
King ſhall reciprocally have and enjoy the ſame Pri- 
viledges and Liberties in all Places in Europe, ſubje& 
to the Dominion of Great - Brit ain. 

It mall be wholly lawful and free for Merchants and 
others, being Subjects either to the Queen of Great- 


Britain, or to the moſt Chriſtian King, by Will, and 


any other Diſpoſition made, either during the Time 
of Sickneſs, or at any other Time before, or at the 
Point of Death, to deviſe or give away their Mer- 
chandizes, Effects, Money, Debts belonging to them, 
and all moveab'e Goods, which they have, or ought 
to haye at any time of their Death, within the Do- 
minions and any other Places —_—_— to the Queen 
of Great-Britain, and the moſt Chriſtian King. More- 
over, whether they Dye, having made their Will or 
Inteſtate, their lawful Heirs and Executors, or Admi- 
niſtrators, reſiding in either of the Kingdoms, or com- 
ing from any other Part, altho' they be not Natura- 
lized, ſhall freely and _ receive and take * 'y 
3 0 
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ſeſſion of all the faid Goods and Effects whatſoever, 
according to the Laws of Great-Britain and France re- 
ſpeQively ; in ſuch manner however, that the Wills, 
and Right of entring upon the Inheritance of Perſons 
Inteſtate, muſt be proved according to Law, as well 
by the Subjetts of the Queen of Great-Britain, as by 
the Subjects of the moſt Chriſtian King in thoſe Places 


where each Perſon died, whether that may happen in 


Great-Britain or France, any Law, Statute, Edict, Cu. 
ſtom, or Droit d' Aubeine, whatever to the contrary 
notwithſtanding. a | 
XIV. A Diſpute arifing between any Commander 
of the Ships on both Sides, and his Seamen in any 


Port of the other Party, concerning Wages due to 


the ſaid Seamen, or other Civil Cauſes, the Magiſtrate 


of the Place ſhall require no more from the Perſon 


accuſed, than that he give to the Accuſer a Declara- 


tion in Writing, Witneſſed by the Magiſtrate, where- 


by he ſhall be bound to Anſwer that Matter before a 
Competent Judge in his own Country, which being 
done, it ſhall not be lawful either for the Seamen to 
deſert their Ship, or to hinder the Commander from 
Proſecuting his Voyage. It ſhall moreover be law- 
ful for the Merchants on both Sides, in the Places of 
their Abode, or elſewhere, to keep Books of their Ace 
compts, and Affairs, as they fhall think fic, and to 
have an Intercourſe of Letters, in ſuch Language or 
Idioms, as they ſhall pleaſe, without any Moleſtation 
or Search whatſoever. But if it ſhould happen to be 
neceſſary for them to produce their Books of Ac- 
compts for deciding any Diſpute and Controverſie, in 
ſuch Caſe they ſhall be obliged to bring into Court 
the Intire Books or Writing, but ſo as that the Fudge 
may not have liberty to inſpect any other Articles in 
the ſaid Books, than ſuch as ſhall relate to the Teſti- 
mony, or Authority in Queſtion, or ſuch as ſhall be 
neceſſary to give Credit to the ſaid Books; neither 
ſhall it be lawful under any Pretence, to take the ſaid 
Books or Writings forcihly out of the Hands of the 
Owners, or to retain then; the Caſe of Bankruptcy 
only excepted ; neither 1. all the ſaid Subjects of the 
Queen of Great-Britain, be obliged to write their Ac- 
compts, Copies of Letters, Acts or Inſtruments re- 
lating to Trade on Stamped Paper, in French Papier 
timbre, except their Day-Books, which, that it may 
be produced as Evidence in any Law Suit, ought, ac- 
cording to the Laws, which all Perſons Trading in 
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France are to obſerve, to be Subſcribed Gratis by the 


Judge, and Signed with his own Hand. 

XV. It ſhall not be lawful for any Foreign Priva- 
teers, not being Subjects of one or of the other of 
the Confederates, who have Commiſſions from any 
other Prince, or State, in Enmity with either Nation, 
co fit their Ships in the Ports of one or the other of 
the aforeſaid Parties, to Sell what they have taken, or 
in any other Manner whatever, to Exchange either 
Ships, Merchandizes, or any other wan neither 
ſhal! they be allowed even to Purchaſe Victuals, ex- 
cept ſuch as ſhall be neceſſary for their going to the 
_ Port of that Prince from whom they have Com- 
miſſions. 


XVI. The Ships of both Parties being Laden, Sail- 


ing along the Coaſts, or Shores of the other, and be- 


ing forced by Storm into the Havens or Ports, or 
coming to Land in any other Manner, ſhall not be 
obliged there ro Unlade their Goods, or any Part 
thereof, or to pay any Duty, unleſs they do of their 
own accord unlade their Goods there, or diſpoſe any 
Part of their Lading: Burt it may be lawful to take 
out of rhe Ship, and to Sell, leave being firſt obtained 
from thoſe who have the Inſpection of Sea- Affairs, a 
ſmall Part of their Lading, for this end only, that 
Neceſſaries, either for the Refreſhment or Victual- 
ling of the Ship may be Purchaſed; and in that Caſe 
the whole Lading of the Ship ſhall not be ſubje& to 
ay the Duties, but that ſmall Part only, which has 
en taken out and Sold. 

XVII. It ſhall be lawful for all and ſingular the Sub- 
jets of the Queen of Great-Britain, and of the moſt 
Chriſtian King, ro Sail with their Ships, with all Man- 
ner of Liberty and Security, no Diſtinction being made 
who are the Proprietors of the Merchandizes Laden 
thereon, from any Port of the Places of thoſe who 
are now, or ſhall be hereafter at Enmity with the 
Queen of Great-Britain, or the moſt Chriſtian King; 
It ſhall likewiſe be lawful for the Subjects and Inha- 
bitants aforeſaid, to Sail with the Ships and Merchan- 
dizes afore-menrtioned, and to Trade with the ſame 
Liberty and Security from the Places, Ports, and Ha- 
Havens of thoſe who are Enemies of both, or of ei- 
ther Party, without any Oppoſition or Diſturbance 
whatſoever, not only directly from the Places of the 
Enemy afore- mentioned to Neutral Places, but alſo 
from one Place belonging to an Enemy, to another 
Place belonging to an — whether they be 9 
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the JuriſdiQtion of the ſame, Prince, or under ſeveral, 
As it is now Stipulated concerning Skips and Good, 
that free Ships ſhall alſo give a freedom to Goods, 
and that every Thing ſhall be deemed to be Free and 
Exempt, which ſhall be found on Board the Ships be. 
longing to the Subjects of either of the Confederates, 
altho*' the whole Lading, or any Part thereof, ſhould 
appertain to the Enemies of either of Their Majeſties, 
-Contraband Goods being always excepted, on the Diſ- 
covery . whereof Matters ſhall be managed according 
to the Senſe of the ſubſequent Articles. It is alſo 
agreed in dike manner, That the ſame Liberty be ex- 
tended to Perſons who are on Board a Free Ship, or 
to this Effect, That altho' they be Enemies to both, 
or to either Party, 2 are not to be taken out of 
that Free Ship, unleſs they are Soldiers, and in actual 
Service of the Enemies. "he | 

XVIII. This Liberty of Navigation and Cammerce 
ſhall exrend to all Kinds of Merchandizes, excepting 
thoſe only which follow in the next Article, and 
which are ſignified by the Name of Contraband. 

XIX. Under this Name of Contraband, or Prohi. 
bited Goods, Mall be comprehended Arms, great 
Guns, Bombs, with their Fuſees, and other Things 
belonging to them, Fice-Balls, Gunpowder, Match, 
Cannon-Balls, Pikes, Swords, Lances, Spears, Hall. 
berds, Mortars, Petards, Granadoes, Saltpetre, Mu- 
skets, Musket-Ball, Helmets, Head-Pieces, Breaſt. 
Plates, Coats of Mail, and the like Kinds of Arms 
proper for Arming Soldiers, Musket-Reſts, Belts, 
Horſes with their Furniture, and all other Warlike 
Inſtruments whatever. 

XX. Theſe Merchandizes which follow, ſhall not 
be reckoned among Prohibited Goods, that is to ſay, 
all Sorts of Clothes, and all other ManufaQures wo- 
ven of any Wooll, Flax, Silk, Cotton, or any other 
Materials whatever; all Kinds of Cloth, wearing Ap- 
parel, together with the Species whereof they are 
tued to be made; Gold and Silver, as well Coyned 
as Uncoyned, Tin, Iron, Lead, Copper, Braſs, Coals ; 
As alſo Wheat and Barley, and any other Kind of 
Corn and Pulſe; Tobacco, and likewiſe all Manner of 
Spices, ſalted and ſmoaked Fleſh, ſalted Fiſh, Cheeſe 
and Butter, Beer, Oyls, Wines, Sugars, and all Sorts 
of Salt, and in general all Proviſions which ſerve for 
the Nouriſhment of Mankind, and the Suſtenance of 
Life. / Purthermore all Kinds of Cotton, Hemp, Flax, 
Tarr, Pitch, Ropes, Cables, Sails, Sail-Cloths, 1 
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chors, and any Parts of Anchors; alſo Ship-Maſts, 
Planks, Boards and Beams of what Trees ſoever; and 
all other Things proper either for Building or Repæ- 


ing Ships; and all other Goods whatever, which have 
not been Worked into the Form of any Inſtrument, 
or Thing prepared for War, by Land or by Sea, ſhall 
not be reputed Contraband, much leſs ſuch as have

been already wrought and made up for any other 


Uſe; all which ſhall wholly be reckoned among free 
Goods, as likewiſe all other Merchandizes and Things 
which are not comprehended, and particularly men- 
tioned in the preceding Article, ſo that they may be 
Tranſported, and Carried in the freeſt manner by the 
Subjects of both Confederates, even to Places belong - 
ing to an Enemy, ſuch Towns or Places being only 
excepted, as are at that Time beſieged, blocked up 
round about, or inveſted. 0 

XXI. To the End, that all Manner of Diſſentions 
and Quarrels may be avoided and preventeg on one 
Side, and t'other, it is Agreed, that in Caſe either of 
their Royal Majeſties who are Allied, ſhould be en- 
gaged in War, the Ships and Veſſels belonging co the 
Subje&s of the other Ally, muſt be furniſhed with 
Sea Letters or Paſsports, expreſſing the Name, Pro- 

rty, and Bulk of the Ship, as allo the Name and 
Place of Habitation of the Maſter or Commander of 
the ſaid Ship, that it may appear thereby, that the 
Ship really and truly belongs to the Subjects of one 


of the Princes, which Paſsports ſhall be made out 


and Granted, according to the Form annexed to this 
Treaty ; they ſhall likewiſe be recalled every Year, 
that is, if the Ship happens to return Home within 
the ſpace of a Year, It is likewiſe Agreed, That 
ſuch Ships heing Laden, ace to be provided, not on- 
ly with Paſsports, as above-mentioned, but alſo with 
Certificates containing the ſeveral Particulars of the 
Cargo, the Place whence the Ship ſailed, and whi- 
ther ſhe is Bound, that ſo it may be known whether 
any forbidden or Contraband Goods as are enumera- 
ted in the 19th Article of this Treaty, be on Board 
the ſame, which Certificates ſhall be made out by the 
Officers of the Place whence the Ship ſer Sail, in the 
accuſtomed Form. And if any one ſhall think it fic 
and adviſeable to expreſs in the ſaid Certificates, the 
Perſon to whom they belong, he may freely do ſo. 
XXII. The Ships of the Subjects and Inhabitants of 
both of Their moſt Serene Royal Majeſties coming to 
any of the Sea · Coaſts within the Dominions of —_— 
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Jof the Confederates, but not willing to enter into 


Port, or being entered, yet not being willing to ſhew 
or to Sell the Cargoes of their Ships, ſhall not be ob. 
liged to give an Account of their Lading, unleſs they 
are ſuſpected upon ſure Evidence, of carrying to the 
Enemies of the other Confederate Prohibited Goods, 
called Contraband. 

XXIII. And in Cafe of the ſaid manifeſt ſuſpicion, 
the ſaid Subjects and Inhabitants of che Dominions of 
both Their moſt Serene Royal Majeſties, ſhall be ob. 
liged to exhibit in the Ports their Paſsports and Cer. 
tificates, in the Manner before ſpecified. 

XXIV. But in Caſe the Ships of the Subjects and 
Inhabitants of both Their moſt Serene Royal Maje. 
ſties, either on the Sea-Coaſt, or on the high Seas, 
ſhall meet with the Men of War of the other, or 
with Privateers, the ſaid Men of War and Privateers, 
for preventing any Inconveaiencies, are to remain out 
of any Cannon ſhot, and to ſend a Boat to the Mer- 
chant Ship, which has been met with, and ſhall en- 
ter her with Two or Three Men only, to whom the 
Maſter or Commander of ſuch Ship or Veſſel ſhall 


ſhew his Paſsport, concerning the Property thereof, 


made out according to the Form annexed to this pre- 
ſent Treaty; and the Ship which ſhall exhibit ene, 
ſhall have free Paſſage, and it ſhall be wholly unlaw- 
ful any way to moleſt her, fearch, or compel her to 
gait her intended Courſe. 

XXV. But that Merchant Ship of rhe other Party 
which intends to go to a Port at Enmity with the 
other Confederate, or concerning whoſe Voyage, and 
the Sort of Goods on Board, there may be juſt ſuſpi- 


cion, ſhall be obliged to exhibir, either on the nigh 
$- 


Seas, or in the Porcs and Havens, not only her Pa 
ports, but her Certificates, expreſſing, that they are 
not of the Kind of Goods Prohibited, which are ſpe- 
ciſied in the th Article. 

XXVI. Bur if one Party, on the exhibiting the 
aboveſaid Certificates, mentioning the Particulars of 
the Things on Board, ſhould diſcover any Goods of 
that Kind which are declared Contraband, or Prohi- 
bited by the 19th Article of this Treaty, defigned for 
a Port ſubje& to the Enemy of the other, it ſhall be 
unlawful to break up the Hatches of that Ship; where · 
in the ſame ſhall happen to be found, whether ſhe be- 
long to the Subjects of Great- Britain, or of France, to 
open the Cheſts, Packs, or Casks therein, or to re- 
move, even the ſmalleſt Parcel of the Goods, * 
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the Lading be brought on Shore, in the Preſence of 
the Officers of the Court of Admiralty, and an In- 


yentory thereof made, but there ſhall be no Allow- 


ance to ſell, exchange, or allienate the ſame in an 

Mannet, unlefs after that due and lawful Proceſs ſhall 
have been had againſt fuch Prohibited Goods, and the 
Judges of the Admiralty feſpectively ſhall by a Sen- 
cence Pronounced, have Confiſcated the ſame, favin 
always the Ship it ſelf, as the other Goods foun 
therein, which by this Treaty, are to be eſteemed 
Free; neither may they be detained on Pretence of 
their being, as it were, infected by the Prohibited 
Goods, much leſs ſhall they be Confiſcated as lawful 
Prize: But if not the whole Cargo, but only Part 
thereof, ſhall conſiſt of Prohibited or Contraband 
Goods, and the Commander of the Ship ſhall be rea- 


dy and willing to deliver them to the Captor, who 


has diſcovered them; in ſuch Caſe the Captor ha- 
ving received thoſe Goods, ſhall forthwith Diſcharge 
the Ship, and not hinder her, by any Means, freeiy 
to Proſecure the Voyage on which ſhe was bound, 

XXVII. On the contrary it is Agreed, That what- 
ever ſhall be found to be Laden by the Subjects and 
Inhabirants of either Party on any Ship belonging ro 
the Enemy of the other, and his Subjects, the whole, 
altho ir be not of the fort of Prohibired Goods, may 
be Confiſcated, in the ſame manner as if it belonged 
to the Enemy himſelf ; except thoſe Goods and Mer- 
chandizes as were put on Board ſuch Ships before

XXVIII. And that more abundant care may be taken

That he does not know of any other Perſon Employed. 
in that Service, except Mr. Armſtrong, (who was once 
ſent as he des heal to Liege, to View part of the 
Augmentation Troops; That he received Gratuities 
on Account of the Hanover and Heſſian Troops; That 
he applied to the Duke of M bᷣ after 1702, for 
a Power to Muſter the Foreigners in Her Majeſty's 
Pay, but never could obtain it.

For by the Acts of Mutiny and Deſer- 
tion, the Commiſſaries are enjoyned to Muſter only 
Effoctives, and that in a very 22 and exact Man- 
ner. If the contrary Practice had been thought ſervi- 
ceable to the Publick, no doubt the Legiſlature would 
have preſcribed it in ſome of thoſe Acts which were 
enly Temporary, and every Year capable of receiving 
any Amendments. But being conſtantly renewed in 
the ſame ſtri& Terms as ro the Muſters, tho' frequent- 
ly altered as to orher Points, they ſeem to be ſo many 
repeated Condemnations of this Practice. Nor can 
your Commiſſioners be informed that there was ever 
any Attempt in Parliament to make it Legal by thoſe 
who directed it; and it may therefore be preſumed, 
that they either did not think fir to own the Practice, 
or that they apprehended themſelves under no Obliga- 
tions to the Laws in this Caſe, as not extending to 
her Majeſty's Forces abroad.

A further 
Proof of the Irregularity of this Practice is, that when 
it was judged proper to allow a Man per Company on 
che Muſter-Rolls for maintenance of Officer's Poor 
Widows, the Queen was impowered by a particular 
Clauſe to give ſuch Orders to the ſeveral Commiſſa- 
ries.

This Practice was Unneccilary, as well as Illegal. 
For all the —— Uſes of it might have been Ef- 
feftually and Regularly anſwer'd by Reſpits, if they 
had been made in the manner preſcribed by the Acts. 
But that having never been done during this Practice, 
the Commiſſaries have ſo long been Uloleſs; the Of- 
ficers made the only Checques on Themſelves with 


reſpect to the Effectives; the Crown depgived of tho 


Right of —— of the Money raiſing by Reſpits, 
and that Power Transferred ta the General. But it 
has alfo been an Occafion of great Expence to the 
Publick and a Detriment to the Service, The Pay- 
maſter- General (as he urges in Apalogy for himſelf) 
was under an Obligation of Paying and Remitting 
more Money, than was ſufficient for carrying on the 
Service.

The Earl of Gedolphin, when Lord-Treaſurer, order'd 
him in 1707, to preſent this Method of Muſtering 
and Paying the Troops Compleat, as a Grievance to 
the Earl of Galway (General in Spain and Partugal) 
and he accordingly did it in very preſſing Terms, as 
oecaſioning great loſſes to the Publick. 12 

We are unable to explain how it came to be continu- 
ed aftet᷑ fo juſt a Remonſtrance againſt it; No Rea- 
ſons appearing to us, Why thole in the Treaſury ſhou'd 
Retract their opinion of the great Loſſes occaſion d by 
it. For the Earl of Galway's Return to Mr. Brydges 2

As to the Scarcity and Unwholſomeneſs of the Pro- 
viſions furniſhed by Marks, not only Dr. La Cane Phy- 
ſician, but Mr. Chilcot and Mr. Hay Chirurgeons, have 
Sworn, that very often the Beef, and other Fleſh, was 
Carrion, and that all the Proviſions were generally ſo 
Unſound, as to occaſion a conſtant Mortallity. Be- 
wag Marks did not furniſh half the Quantity which 

e ought to have done. The Allowance to each Sick 
Man was Fourteen Spaniſh Qunces of Bread per diem, 
and he ſeldom gave them more than Six. The propor- 
tion was the ſame with reſpe& to other proviſians, ſo 
that on theſe two Heads he made as great an Advantage 
to himſelf, out of the Allowance to the poor Men, as 
he had in the other Articles from the publick. Dr. 
La Can: farther depoſed, that Mr. Watkins (who was 
Director before Mr. Mert, ) received One Thouſand 
Pounds to buy BeddinfF for the Hoſpitals, of which wa 
expended very little; That the Sick Men lay on the

ſupplied them with Bedding at their own Charge; 


that afterwards Mr. Marks received Three Hundred 


Pounds for the ſame purpoſe, but never laid out any 
part of it. So great a Miſmanagement could not have 
continued ſo long, without the Connivance, at leaſt, 
of thoſe Perſons who were appointed by the Generals 
to be a Cheque on Mark's Accompts, But he being 
now in Germany, Iris Native Country, we cannot ar- 
rive at a more particular knowledge of that Matter. 
As'to the Hoſpitals in Flanders, We have Examined 
M. Cardonnel, who Audited the Accompts, and Mr. 
E:quel and Mr. Amiens, Chirurgions. The firſt inform- 
ed us, that he left all the Accomps, except thoſe of 


1711, with Mr. Sweet in Holland, and that he could 


not charge his pony with any particulars. The o- 
ther Two ſaid, they ſigned the Accompts-only as a 


matter of Form without Examining them, Mr. Hudſon, 
the Director of theſe Hoſpitals, and Mr. Sweet, the 
Deputy Pay-maſter, can give the beſt Information.” 


But one is in Flanders, and the other (as is before ob- 
ſerved) in Holland; for which Reaſon, We cannot 
proceed in this Enquiry; The ſame muſt be faid with 
relation to the Hoſpitals in Portvgal. For tho' we find 


in Mr. Brydges Accounts great Sums of Money paid 


by Mr. Morris to Mr. Bucknell, Deputy Commiſlary 
there, and to Mr. Keat, ſometime Director of rhoſe 
Hoſpirals, yet Mr. Bucknet being in Portugal, Mr. 
Keat at Port-Makone, and their Papers not Tranſmit- 
ted to England, We cannot know the exact diſtribu- 
tion of thoſe Sums, or of any other Iſſued to them for 
that purpoſe. . . 
But the miſmanagements in the Hoſpitals Abroad; 
have not been more groſs in their Kind, than thoſe in 


Chelſea-Colledge. For it appears on Oath, That a great 


many Perſons have been received into this Hoſpital, 
who never ſerved in the Army, as Coach-men to the 
Governour and Deputy-Governour, ' Clerks to the 
Deputy. Pay. maſter of the Penſioners, Servants to the 


Officers of the Houſe, and many more; others have. 


been admitted by Forged Certificates, of which the 
Inſtances are too numerous fo be all inſerted here, and 
we will only mention Two. Francis Core, Meſſenger 
to the War-Office in 1709, made Publick Declarations, 


that he could get any Perſon into the Hoſpital for 
money. Whereupon abundance of poor People, Butch- 
ers, Alchouſe keepers, Bakers and Taylors, applyed 


to him; Amongſt others Salarhiel Humphreys gave _ 
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six Guiness, Nicholas Taylor Eleven Guineas, Joby 
Smith ten Guineas, and were all accordingly admitted, 
tho* none of them qualify'd. Middleton and Dumaſter, 
Serjeants in the Hoſpital, took twelve Guineas from 
Thomas Fletcher for his Admiſſion. Several Perſons, 
- afrer their Admiſſion have been advanced in their Pay 
without any Qualification to warrant ſuch Advance. 
ment. They are too many likewiſe to be mentioned, 
but this Pra&ice hath very much contributed to the 
Charge of the Hoſpital, Some Perſons who were fit 
for Service, and ſome, who have ſufficient Subſtance 
to ſupport themſelves, have been admitted, as Evan, 
Holloway, Marks and Price, with many more; which 
is contrary to the Intention of the Foundation, and 
hath alſo created an unneceſſary Expence. 
Another Abuſe is the Defrauding the In-Penſionery 
of a great part of their Proviſions. It appears by the 
Depoſitions of Spencer, Grimes and Hardy, Penſioners 
there, that each man's Allowance of Beef,, when 
Boyled, ſeldom weighed above Six Ounces, and very 
often but Four, which according to the Eſtabliſhment 
ought to have been a Pound, when Raw. The ſame 
- Perſons have Sworn, that the Proviſions are very 'bad, 
and no ways anſwerable to the Contracts. The Can- 
tracts for furniſhing Proviſions have been made at much 
higher Rates than thoſe for other Hoſpitals, and per- 
haps it is in ſome meaſure owing to the Preſents the 
Contractors thought themſelves obliged to give to the 
Governour and Lieutenant-Governour. William Banks, 
s a Butcher, depoſed, that he furniſhed the Governour's 
= Family with meat, to the Value of 110 J. per Annum, 
| and gave a Receipt for his Bill without receiving any 
Money. Mr. Green, the Brewer, alſo depoſed, r Dh he 
made a preſent to the Governour of the Hoſpital, of 
the Beer ſpent in his Family, which amounted. Annu- 
ally to 201. & more; and that about Fifteen months 
ſince, he was perſwaded by. Mr. Criſpe, Clerk of the 
Hoſpital, to do the ſame to the Lieutenant-Governour. 
The preſent Contracts are made on much worſe terms, 
than the farmer. 

The State of the Invalid. in North- Britain, is this, 
Mr. Walter Lockhart, Intendant, by the Direction of 
the Lord Godolphin, Paid the 23d gf December, 1708, 
5987 J. 185.

There 
is Reaſon to apprehend the Expence of the War has 
been greatly increaſed by making Remittances Abroad, 
for the Army and Navy, on Terms very diſadvantage- 
ous to the Government. 9 | 

As to the Remittances for the Army in Flanders, Sir 
Henry» Furneſſe was employed by the Treaſury to make 
the beſt Bargains he could; and to be Accountable to 
the Publick for the Profit. We have required theſe 
Accompts, and the Auditqr of the Impreſts, who is 
poſſeſſed of them, hath acquainted us, that he hath nor 
yet been able, by reaſon of their Bulk, to go through 
them. But we- have Information on Oath, of an Ad- 
vantage of One per Cent. and ſometimes more, made by 
receiving Money at Amſterdam, and. paying it in Fan- 
ders. Captain Leathes Paymaſter of the Train of Ar- 
tillery acknowledges, he received this Premium to 
his own private Uſe.” But whether the Deputy Pay- 
maſters in-Flanders and Holland had the ſame Benefit 
cannot be known, unleſs Mr. Sweet and Captain Care- 
wright were in England. 

The Remittances for the Forces in Spain and Portu- 


| gal have chiefly been undertaken by Contractors, and 


the Contracts have been always made on Conditions 
much exceeding the Common Rates of Exchange. The 
ſame Method has been practiſed in Returning Money 
for the Uſe of the Navy and Victualing fo Spain, Por- 


; tugal, the Weft Indies, and other Parts. 


The Miſmanagements in the Cloathing are as Great 
and Oppreſſive as any in the Army, and we have not 
been wanting in our Endeavours to detect ſome inſtan- 
ces thereof, in Order to have laid them before you. 
But we are not yet prepared to do it ſo fully and clear- 
ly, as we deſire to State every thing, which we pre- 
ſume to offer to the Houſe. 

We have enquired into the Execution of the ſeveral 
Ads of Parliament, relating to the Iſſuing Debentures, 
for what remained due to the Commiſſion Officers, 
Non-Commiſſion Officers, and private Men, ſerving in 
the laſt.

But, we; cannot find the 
firſt Argument favoured by 1 fealbn le Interpretation 
of the Inſtructions; for is there any juſt Pretence, 
why the whole Ballances, in the Hands of the preced- 
ing Treaſurers, ſhould not be immediately Paid over to 
their Succeſſors. On the contrary, there is very good 
ground for doing it, to avoid the Charge of keeping 
Clerks and other Inſtruments for diſplaced, or Dead 
Officers, and that the Money might be Employed to- 
wards carrying on the Current Service. As to the 
Defraying the Expence of their Accompts, This is by 
no meins a Method proper ro haſten the paſſing them; 
and that Allowance if chought neceſſary, might be 
made ſeveral Ways, leſs Fe to the Publick, 
than by the Detention of ſo great Sums as uſually 
have reſted in their Hands. For this we have the 
Opinion of the Commiſſioners of the Navy, who, as 
they are the ſole Examiners, ſo they are in Conſequence 
the ſole Judges of che Treaſurer's Accompts, tho' they 
do not finally paſs them. „ | 
We alſo find large Impreſts Granted in the time of 
each Treaſurer ſince the Revolution. Whereof there 
remained uncleared the 31ſt of OZober 1712. the Sum 
of 655851 J. For which it is alledged. That the 
Accompts have either been brqught. into the Comp- 
trollers- Office, or not ſufficiently Vouched, or that 


the Accompts or ſome of them are before the Comp- 


troler, and under Examination, or that the Parties

But theſe Allegations cannot, we preſume, be admit- 
ted as ſufficient. For the Accompts ought to be brought 
in every Year, where the diſtance of Place will permit, 
and the large Sums, which have been Impreſted to the 
Store-keepers and Clerks reſiding in England from 1704 
ſhould have been long ſince Accompted far. Whereas 
no effectual Care hath been taken to campel them to it, 
and they ſcem too much left at their own Liberty, to the 
great Damage of the Publick. Tho' they are to be ſec 
In ſuper in the Exchequer, when the Impreſts are allow- 


ed to the Treaſurer, yet the Treaſurer's Accompts yy

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ſo long generally in paſſing, that the Parties are often A 


Dead or inſolvent before that is done, and of thoſe, 
which have been ſet In ſuper, there does noe appear any 
conſiderable Sums to have been Accompted for. There 
are ſome Impreſts before 1702, which have neither been 
Accompted for, nor ſet In ſuper, nor mentioned in the 
Treafurer's Leidger ; and other Sums have been very 
lately repaid to the Treaſurer in Money; which have 
been ſo long Impreſted, that the Intereſt would have 
equalled, if not exceeded, the Principal; to rhe great 
Loſs of the Publick, which paid Intereſt for that Mo- 
ney, as well as to the Diſadvantage of the Service. 

e ſhould next lay before you the Management of 
the Commiſſioners for Victualling Her Majeſty's Navy; which, 
as it hath the Direction of fo large an Article of Ex- 
pence, is of great Conſequence. But ſome Inſtances 
of notorious Imbezzlemenrs and ſcandalous Abuſes in 
Her Majeſty's Brew Houſe and in the ContraQts for 
furniſhing the Navy with Beer, having been lately 
Exami and Cenſured by Parliament, the Houle 
wants leſs Information of the Frauds. committed in 
this Office, than of others concerned in the Diſpoſal 
of the Revenue of the Kingdom. However we have 
not negleCted to enquire farther into the Proceedings 
of this Commiſſion, and find that the Purſers, in Com- 
bination with the Agents and Srore-keepers, have car- 
ried on their Fraudulent Practices in other Species of 
Proviſion, as well as Beer, to the Detriment of the 
Government, and to- the Injury and Diſcouragement 
of the Seamen. gy | 

James Eſſex, Purſer of the Worceften, is charged with 
more than the full Proportion of ſeveral Species of Pro- 
viſions for 280 Men from the 18th of Janaary 1703.4 
to che 11th of pril 1709. Bur it appears from the Mu- 
ſters, that at a Medium nv more thin 237 Men were 
Victualled at that time on Board this Ship. He owns 
that he often gave Receipts for more Proviſions than 
he received; That he took Money fof the Overplus ; 
That he Sold part of what was actually deliver'd to 
him; That this is a common Practice amongſt Purſers; 
That the Agents and Store keepers, employed at the 
Out-Ports, are inſtrumental in carrying it on, and 
have a Share in the Profit; That he is charged both 
at Portſmouth and Plymonth'' with Proviſions, which he 
neither received in kind, nor was paid for by the A- 

ents or Store-keepers. This Evidence is confirmed 
y the Accounts of Victualling this Ship, wherein we 
ind him charged at Plymouth with a conſiderable Quan- 
| tity 
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tity of Proviſions on the 11th of April 1709, two Days 
after the Ship Saited ftom that. Port to Lizbon, We 
don't undertake to make any certain computation of the 
Joſs to the-Publick on this Head. But ſuppoſing a Fifth 
Part only of the Proviſions to have been Sold, (and Mr. 
Eſſex hath depoſed; that he believed a much larger pro. 


portion of Beer; and a Fifth Part at leaſt of all other 
Species have been Sold or compounded for with the 


Agents or Store keepes) it Amounts in Ten Years to 
more than 500,o00d J. For by a Medium of the Prices 
E for Proviſions during that time, the Prime Coſt 


hath been 34 per Cent. excluſive of the Charge of Mi- 


nagement, more than is allowed to Purſers, when they 
are Creditors on their Ballance which are paid by Bills 
in Courſe without Intereſt: This Practice is ſo ſtrictl 

forbidden, and provided againſt with ſo much Cauti- 


on, both in the Inſtructions to the Officers, employed 


in the Victualing, and on Board the Fleet, that it 


could not have been continued without a Combinati- 


on amongſt them. And we 2 no new method 
can be propos d to prevent ſuch Abuſes for the Future, 
unleſs it ſhould be thought adviſeable to make it as 
Criminal for Purſers to ſell Proviſions, as to imbezzle 
any other of Her Majeſt's Stores. Theſe Frauds which 


have been ſo Univerſally committed hy the Purſers and 


Officers of the Victualling, muſt have been detected, 
or in a great meaſure reſtrained; if the Purſers At- 


compts bad been duly required, and well Examined. 


But ſo much hath this Duty been neglected, that, 


when we firſt went upon this Enquiry, we found the 


Accompts of 140 Purſers out of Employment Unpaſ- 


(ed; ſome of them more than Ten Years ſtanding; 
And of thoſe now Employed a great many have paſſed 
no Accompts in Six or Seven Years. On the whole it 


is ſubmitted, whether in any Caſe it is reaſonable 
to Intruſt the ſame Officer with the Expending Mo- 
ney, who is himſelf the proper Cheque on the Ex- 
pence, or to allow him to appoint another to that Pur- 
poſe? Whether any Perſon ought to have had the 


Diſpoſition of ſo. large a Sum, who was not Conſtitu- 


ted by the Commiſſioners of the — and who 
was · undet no Security for the faithful Diſcharge of his 
Truſt and due anſwering the Sums Iſſued to him? Whe- 
ther this Practice be not cenſured and condemned by 
the Reſolution of the Houſe of. Commons the 27th of 
March 1690, That the Victualling any of her Maje- 
ſty's Ships, by others, than the Victuallers oppornge 
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Courſe of the Navy, and may be of ill Conſequence. 
Wie have diſcovered ſome Irregularities in the Cem - 
miſſom for Sick and Wounded Scamen. Mr. Povey was 
made Treaſurer in the Beginning of the War, and con- 
tinued to a& as ſuch to the time of his Death in 1705, 
when he left his Accompts in great Confuſion, and 
they have ſince been under the Mahagement of Execu- 
tors, altogether unacquainted with che Tranſactions 
of this Office. In Order therefore to obtain as much 
Light as poſſible, we required a State of them not on- 
ly from his Executors, but from the Commiſſioners ; 
and on comparing both Returns, we find them agree 
as to his Receipts from Sir Themas Littleton, . which a- 
mounted to 1356661. 17. 4d. 19% But they differ as 
to his Payments and Voluntary Charge. Theſe Ac- 
compts have laid a great while before the Auditor, bur 
were not proſecuted till very lately. Beſides the Mo- 
ney Iſſued to Mr. Povey for the Service of this War 
he is Charged by Sir Tho. Littleton with the Sum of 
512811. 55. 44d. 19. Impreſted to him for Payment of 
the Arrears incurred on the Head of Sick and Wounded 
in the laſt War. Of this Sum his Executors declare 
themſelves Unable to give any Account: But from 
that, which has been long ſince Exhibited to the Au- 
ditors, and which yet remains unproſecuted, we ob- 
ſerve, that Mr. Povey, in Receiving and Applying 


this Sum, aQed under the Authority and Direction of 


ſeveral Minutes of the Treaſury, but made a Payment 
nevertheleſs of 2200 l. to the Commiſſioners, their Offi- 
cers, and himſelf, for Salaries, &. contrary to thoſs 
Minutes. That he was to obey the Orders of the late 


Commiſſioners of Sick and Wounded, one of whom 


was to attend him at every Port to keep Duplicates, 
to Comptrol his Payments and to be Vouchers to his 
Aecompts: But it does not appear, that ſuch Du- 
plicates were ever kept by the Commiſſioners, and his 
Accompes ſtand ſingly upon the Credit of Mr. Povey, 
without any Checque, or Oath made of the Truth of 
it. Mr. Savory ſucceeded Mr. Povey, and his Accompts 
have in _ been under our Examination. This Of- 
fice hat 

compt duly for Money Impreſted to them. Several 
Sums are not yet Accompred for, which were Impreſt- 
ed in the time of Mr. Powey. Few of the Agents abroad

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Wat liberty the Agents may have taken in the 


Application of the Money they have been Iatruſted 
with; and what Detriment the Publick has received 
by ſuffering Accompts to remain ſo long Unſettled; 
may in part be collected from thoſe Inſtances, Mr. 
Griffith, who was Employed by the Commiſſioners in 
the Year 1708, as Agent at Port Mahone,. entred into 
a Contract in April 1711, for Erecting an Hoſpital

ged in Mr. Grifich's Accompt, and for which he 
craves an Allowance, is 360 l. It is alledged in Sir 
John Jennings Order, That Her Majeſty's former Hof. 
Pital in this Port was convemently ſituated. But we 
cannot take that to be a Ground. ſufficient for his af. 
ſuming a Power to engage the Publick Credit; eſpe. 
cially, when a more regular method had been preſcri- 
bed by the Agent's Inſtructions, and when a Treaty of 
Peace was not actually Commenced, in which it could 
not be known, that a Ceſſion of this Iſland would be made 
to the Crown of Great Britain. Several, Sums have 
been Iſſued to one Stanley. a Meſſenger belonging to 
this Office, from the 5th of October 1796, — 19th 
of Fuly 1712, amounting to 6430 1. The Accompt of 
which appearing very extraordinary and iregular in 
many Inſtances, We. examined him on Oath, and 


find, That he had paid, 1949 J. 25. 2d. 29. for the 


Taxes laid on the Salaries of che Commiſſioners, and 
other Perſons belonging to the Office; That he charg- 
ed his Sum, by Order of the Commiſſions, in his Ac- 
compts of the Incident Expences of the Office, under 
Articles of different Denominations, as Poſtage of Let- 
ters, Conduct Money, &. That in the Accompt of his 
Disburſements for the Half Year ending at 'Micharlma: 
1712, (which was paſſed by the Commiſſioners) he 
had in the like manner included 1047. tho not then 
Paid, for the Taxes of that half Year. The Commiſſi- 


oners owned this to be true, and endeavor'd to ex- 
cuſe it by alledging, That they had preſented a Memo- 


rial to the late Lord Treaſurer, to get an Allowance 
for the Taxes on their Salaries, and that he had promi - 
ſed to repreſent their Requeſt to the Queen. But ol 
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did not pretend, that they had obtained any Warrant, 
or Authority, for what they have done. Nor have we 
received any Satisfaction from them, why Stanley was 
not required to Accompt for any part of this Sum of 
64391. till July laſt: Nor why his Accompts were 
then paſſed in ſo extraordinary a manner, and as we 
have reaſon to believe without Vouchers; for he 
could not, when required. of us, produce a Voucher 
for.any Payment ; and Dr. Lawrence (one of the Three, 


whoſe Names are ſubſcribed to the perfect Bills made 


out to clear theſe Impreſts) hath Depoſed, that his 
Name ſigned to ſeveral of thoſe Bills was not Writ 
with his own Hand, that he gave in ſome Caſes when he 
ſhould be abſent, leave to have his Name put to Papers 
for carrying on the Buſineſs of the Office, where more 
Commiſſioners Hands were neceſſary than were pre- 
ſent ;- Which is contrary to the 19th Article of the In- 
ſtructions given, to this Commiſſion, whereby it is 
provided, that no Payment ſhall be made without the 
Authority of three Commiſſioners at leaſt: The ſame 
Article direfts them in makiag out Bills to Number 
and Aſſign them for Payment in Courſe, according to 
the Method of the Navy. But it appears that no ſuch 
Courſe has been obſerved, and that they have taken 
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upon them a Diſcretionary Power. The Ill Uſe that 


has been made -of this Power, and the Liberty that 
has been taken to give undue Preference in Payments, 
have ſo plainly appeared, that no Office ought to be 
Intruſted with the Exerciſe of it. The Charge, which 
the Government has been put to in Tranſporting Bri- 
tiþ Priſoners, is another Inſtance of Miſmanagement, 
and the whole Sum paid by vertue of the ſeveral Con- 
tracts, or for extraordinaries, hath been'a Loſs to 


the Publick. For this Service might have been per- 


formed for the Pay allowed to the Contracts by the 
French for Tranſporting their Priſoners. By an Accout 
of Four Voyages, which Capt. Robert Maſters laid be- 
fore us, and Atteſted, it appears, That the Contract- 
ors received for 1661 French Priſoners Tranſported to 
France 16. 610 Liyres, amounting at 15 d. per Livre, 


to 1038 J. 27. 6 d. beſides the Pay for 2044. Engliſh 


Priſoners brought back, and that they paid the ſaid 
Maſters, who performed theſe Four Voyages, but 669 1.

That it does appear there have been Negligences and Miſ- 
managments in the Service of. Tranſportation of Priſoners. 
After this Reſolution the Commiſſioners eatred into 
a new Agreement with Mr. Pearce, Dated the 13th of 
October 1709. allowed him for Demurrage 50 . a Day 
for a Ship ofa Hundred Ton, and fo pro Rats, to 
commence Fourteen Days after the Ship was ready to 
Sail. Which is proved to have been an Extravagant 
Rate by a Charter Party made between Captain Maſter 
and Mr. Pearce for the Southampton Tranſport, Burthen 
100 Ton, whereby the Captain was to have but Twenty 
Shillings a Day tor Demurrage. One great Cauſe of 
the Ill Management in this part of the Service, as alſo 
of the Indulgence to Mr. Pearce, hath been in ſome 
Meaſure explained to us, by the Evidence of Mr. 
Mitchel, and of Mr. Pearce himſelf; wherein it appears, 
that Miliam Churchit, Eſq; when a Commiſſioner, pro- 
cured Contracts in their Names from the Board, and 
by a Secret Agreement with them was admitted into 
half the Profit of each Contrack.

For ſince 
it was made, the Service hath been ill Performed, 
and Methods uſed to advance Mr. Pearce's Profit be- 
yond what was firft intended. On the 16th of ober, 
1707, he made a groundleſs Demand for Loſſes; 
whereupon the Commiſſioners (Mr. Churchil being 
preſent) came to a Reſolution to increaſe his Pay 
from 25. 6 d. to 5 s. per Head for Eygliſh Priſoners ; 


which will never paſs for an Inſtance of Frugality and 


good Oeconomy in this Office. But what ſeems to 
concern Mr. Chwrchil in theſe Contracts, may be re- 
duced to this ſingle Queſtion, Whether a Perſon, Intruſt- 
ed by her Majeſty to make Contract for the Publick, can be a

We have received a Complaint from Captain Robert 
Maſters, relating to Mr. Mitche!'s Contra, which we 
cannot paſs over in Silence.

If it was 
to be taken as a ſufficient Foundation to Juſtiſie che 
Aſſeſſment, then the Government wis to be Defraud- 
ed by ſuppreſſing part of the Tax. If it was not, then 
the Commiſſioners were Deceived by being Encoura- 
ged to Act in Obedience to a Fictitious Authorit; 
whereby they Subjected themſrlves to à Proſecution, 
and their Eſtates to an Extent. That the Lord Trea- 
ſurer was the laſt Perſon, who in Prudence or Juſtice, 
ought to have conſented to ſuch a Deficiency, or tohave 
aſſumed a Power of Comptrolling an Att for Levying 
Money; ſince by vertue of his Office he was to be 
Intruſted with it, and to uſe all poſſible Means, that 
every Fund ſhould anſwer the Sum, for which it was 
given by Parliament, That the directing a Stay of Proceſs 
againſt the Commiſſioners for the Arrears due on this 

ax, as it was an Impediment to Publick Juſti ce, and 
a"vindication of this Order in it ſelf Illegal, and of dan- 
gerous Conſequence ; fo it was a Continuance and in 
Aggravation of the firſt Miſmanagement.

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WY WY the paſt Deficiency, and to anſwer, the full Tax for the 


future, is 2 plain Condemnation of the Order; and a 
Proof, that if the ſame Endeavours had been formerly 
uſed there would have been no Neceſſity (as is pre. 
tended ) of complying with it. If this Precedear had been 
allowed; the ſame Indulgence might wich equal reaſon 
have been extended to any other Part of Great brit tain! 
.."Your' Commiſſioners, in Examining the Accompts of 
Her Majeſty's Great Wardrobe, obſerve, That no more 
than Two Thirds of thoſe Perſons, who receive 
— conſtant Pay on this Eſtabliſhment, were Bred to 
the Trades they pretend to, nor ever did any Work in 
che Office. That the Maſter and his Deputy, who are 
the only Checques on the Accompts, did, in the Names 
of theit Servants, furniſh great Quantities of Goods at 
much higher Prices than they might have been bought 
of Tradeſmen. That the Money being received from 
the Treaſurer by the Maſter and his Agents in groſs 
Sums, and not for any particular Debt or Service, there 
is always room left for them without Comptrol to 
ſtpone others, and prefer themſelves, to the great 
Prejudice of the Credit of the Office. That 4, 5, and 
ſometimes 6 per Cent. is paid to the ur by the 
Tradeſmen (who are admitted to deal with this Office) 
on the Receipt of their Money. Which is one Reaſon, 
amongſt many, why the Prices are 20 or 30 and ſome 
times 40 per Cent. dearer, than thoſe Tradeſmen wou'd 
have Farniſhed their Goods to other Cuſtomers, as is 
acknowledged by ſeveral of them. Theſe Practices 
are encouraged by the Method of pafling the accompts 
of this Office, which is very different from that of any 
other. For, if the Maſter be a Peer his Declaration on 
Honour, if he be not a Peer, his or bis Deputy's naw;

is (without producing. any voucher or Receipt) an a 
ebotity to the Auditor. But what means are proper 
be taken for the Regulation thereof is ſubmitted by 
yout Commiſſioners. | its 
We mentioned in our laſt Report the Loſſes then 
Occaſioned by the Infolvency of Bonds taken for Pay- 
ment of her Majefty's Cuſtoms. But finding it a growing 
Evil, and ſuch as, if not remedied, may in time become 
a great Diminution of the beſt Branch of the Revenue, 
we think it our Di ty-apain to repreſent a State of them. 
There remained on the. 3 1ſt of January, 1712, beſides 
thoſe deliver'd over ro the Queen's Remembrancer, 
Bonds for the following Sums:

This large Debt is ſuppos'd to be entirely loſt to the 
Publick. But whether it hath arifen from particular 
Indulgencies, or from a general Neglect of Proſecuting 
the Bonds when they became due, is not eaſie to judge. 
The Receiver General hath Depoſed, That the Com- 
miſſioners of Cuſtoms have not ſince the year 1710, 
directed him to deliver over any Bonds to the Sollici- 
tor, which hath ſome Appearance of Neglect. Bur 
the Commiſſioners alledge, that they Order'd him and 
their Sollicitor, to write quickning Letters to the Mera 
chan*s and to put Bonds in Suit as they became due. 
They add it is their Opinion, that rigorous Proſecu- 
tion, might be of more Prejudice thanService, and would 
rather have Increaſed than Leſſened this Debt. Be- 
ſides this forbearance of Proſecuting hazardous Bonds, 
there had been 2 Neglect in Receiving the whole Mo- 


ney due on ſuch as were good. The Principal Sum is 


59990l due on Bonds in the Receiver General's Hands, 
and the Principal Sum of 262661. 4. 4d. 2 9. due on 
Bonds in the Sollicitor's Hands have been rt but not 
with Intereſt : Whereas che Intereft for the firſt was 
computed the 13th of September laſt at 7965 1, 3 7.

Great Britain and Holland ; where, tho' they were 
twice beaten yet once they got the better; and had 
we been either Times alone, they muſt in all Proba- 
bility have deſtroyed us, ſo much ſtronger are they 
by Sea, than either we or the Durch alone. 

4ly, They will furniſh us with abundance of Lin- 
nen and Paper, to the great Detriment of thoſe Ma- 
nufactures in Great hritain and Ireland. 

5ly, They will alſo ſupply us with Brandies, to the 
great Detriment of thoſe Countries that abound in 
Barley, who have born ſo much of the Burden of the 
War by the Duty on Malt; the Duties on which 
Spirits bring into the Revenue Prodigious Sums, in 


compariſon to what the Commodity is worth when in 
Barley.

6ly But to over-ballance all theſe Inconveniences, 
they think it is enough that they furniſh us with thoſe 
delicious Wines, which our Nation is famous for be- 
ing ſo unmeaſurably fond of, and which we muſt pay 
them for in Money. For if they take no Woollen 
Goods, no Fiſh, no Refin'd Sugars nor Tobacco, we 
ſhall have _—_— but Money to exchange for their 
Wines and Brandies (of which in a Free Trade we 
ſhall cake ſeveral Thouſand Tuns per Annum) becauſe 
our Dying Commodities, our Lead, Tin, and other 
Goods from Gr. Brit. and our Proviſions from Ireland 
will never be able to anſwer for their Linnens, Silks, 
Paper, and other Goods; the very Article of Black 
Silks only, amounting to a Prodigious Sum. For al- 
lowing out of the Seven Millions of People, which 


Sir V. Petty computes by the Duty on Hearth-Money 
.to be in England, that Three Millions of them are 


Women, and that One in Six of them ſpends 205« 
Yearly in Hoods and Scarves (which ſurely is a very 
Modeſt Computation both for Number and Expence} 
that alone will amount to 500000 /. without mention= 
ing what is ſpent of that Sort in Ireland, and all our 
Plantations, which muſt amount to a great deal ; and 
this without including Colour'd Wrought Silks, or 
thoſe broaded with Gold, Silver, and Silk, the Value 
whereof muſt be an Immenſe Sum of Money, conſi- 
dering the Fondneſs our People have for any thing 
that is in French. 

This is but a Short View of the Advantage ariſing 
by our Trade to Spain, Portugal, and Italy ; and of the 
Diſadvantages of our Trade with France ; if it ſhall 
11 that they have refus'd to admit Four of our 
chiefeſt Commodities, and that we have not. the Equi- 
valent of refuſing Four of theirs, which might in ſomes 
meaſure, have helped to mitigat/ our Loſs by the French 
Trade, viz.

Barley. Their Brandy will have an Influence on dur 
La Trade, by hindring the Making Brandy of 
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no more Duties than what are payable upon the like 
Commodities from other Nations. 

For the Wines and uſeful Commodities which we 
receive from other Nations, come to us in Exchange 
for our own Manufactures and Products; but it cannot 
be fo from France, when they will not receive them; 
and therefore their Wines and other Goods ought to 
pay mare Duties than others. 

The Linnens we receive from Holland, Germany and 
Flanders, are in Exchange for our Plantation Goods, 
Sugars, Tobacco, &c. and alſo for vaſt Quanties of the 
Woollen Manufa&ures from all Parts of this King- 
dom, eſpecially from the H and North. 

"Tis a great Miſtake to ſay (as tis reported it is 
ſaid) that the ſame Commodities pay, or ought to pay 
equally the ſame Duties from all Countries, and that 
therefore the French inſiſt upon its being ſo now. They 
that ſay ſo, muſt ſay it out of Ignorance, or ſome 

other Reaſon. 

1/t, They ought to pay alike, becauſe in Reaſon, Pru+ 
dence and Juſtice, the Product of that Nation that takes 
off moſt of our Commodities, ought to pay leſs than 
that of others; which makes it juſt that all French 
Goods ſhould pay more than the like Sorts from other 
Places. 

zaly, It has generally been otherwiſe in Fact, for 
which we appeal to almoſt every Page of the Book of 
Rates; Portugal Wines, and Spaniſb Wines, have Time 
out of Mind paid Different Duties, as well as French 
Wines. And the Linnens and Silks from ſeveral 
Countries have alſo paid Different Duties, according 
as they are in Goodneſs; and thoſe Countries from 
whence they come, have deſerved better or worſe of 
us in point of Trade. Tis ſuppoſed France will have 
the Modeſty not to pretend that they deſerve any Fa- 

vour of us in point of Trade; or elſe muſt acknow- 
Tedge, which they will hardly do, that their Wines 
and Manufactures are not better than others, or not 
more eſteemed by us, and that therefore they cannot 
bear more Duties. |

This indeed may have ſome Weight 
with it, if ic ſhould happen that the Silk Weavers, 
and thoſe Multitudes ot Hands that are uſefully em- 
ployed on the Woollen Manufactures, ſnall find no 
Work by the Importation of French Silks, and by the 
Prohibition of our Woollen Manufactures in Portugal, 
(which will infallibly enſue, and which they are wait- 
ing to do, on the equalizing the French and Portugal 
Wines, as alſo by the Setting up the Manufacture of 
Cloth by Count Bergeick in Spain, as our Gazette (an Au- 
thority not to be queſtioned) gave us an Account 
he was doing, in the Gazette of the gth Inſtant; and 
when thoſe Hands that might expect to find Employ- 
ment in the Fiſhery granted to the South-Sea-Compa- 
ny, and other Fiſheries of this Kingdom and of New- 
feundland, ſhall find themſelves diſappointed of Work 
(for of what Uſe will it be to catch Fiſh, if there be 
no Vent for it?) When all theſe Woollen and Silk 
Manu ffactures, and the Seamen, and Fiſhermen, ſhall 
find little or no Work, they muſt inevitably ſtarve, 
or be a Burden upon the Landed Intereſt ; and then the 
Poors Rates that are already in many Places 25s. 6d. 
3s. 3s. 6d. and ſome others 4s. and more in the

zaly, The Third Reaſon that is given, is, That by 
the preſent Treaty of Commerce with France, this 
Matter is agreed to by Her Majeſty. To which we 
humbly preſume to offer the following Anſwer. 

1. Thar the Treaty with Portugal, which is univer- 
fally allow'd to be Advantageous to us, pleads the 
ſame Authority from Her Majeſty's Ratification that 
this with France does; and if we are not mis-informed 
more, becauſe this Treaty with France is not to have 
Effect tiil ſome Acts of Parliament now in Force are 
altered. 

zaly, That there's all the Reaſon in the World to 
hope, that Her Majeſty, out of her Princely Tender- 
neſs for her People, if it ſhall appear to be prejudi- 
cial to the Trade of her Kingdoms, will be graciouſly 
pleaſed not to think her felf obliged to mak: good to 
the French King any ſuch Agreement ; which we are 
the rather induced ro hope, from the Inſtance Her 
Majeſty has given of the ſame Care ot her People in 
the Alterations that have been made in the Firſt Bar- 
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rier Treaty with the Srates General, upon the humble 
Repreſentations of this Houſe of Commons, that it 
was prejudicial to the Trade of this Kingdom. 
 3dly, This is the only Time to regulate our Com- 
merce with France, and what is now ſettled we can ne- 
ver hope to be relieved from hereafter. Therefore tis 
of the laſt Conſequence to let paſs any thing that may 
have the forementioned fatal Effects upon both our 
home and foreign Trade. 

4thly, Tho' the Duties now in Queſtion, when they 
were laid on, were not intended to continue exactly as 
they ſtand, yet were deſigned to give Time and Op- 
portunity to the Parliament to conſider maturely what 
was proper to be done in a Treaty of Commerce with 
France. 

N. B. When Mr. Met hwen, by Her Majeſty's Or. 
der, was concerting this Treaty with Portugal, the 
French were at that Moment tempting them to break it ; 
and in order to it, offer'd them to take of their Brazil 
Sugars and Tobacco : Yet they prefer'd us, becauſe 
we took off their Wines. But if they are diſappoint- 
ed in that too, they will doubtleſs accept the Treaty 
which the French are ready to enter into with them 
now. And here we cannot but take notice that the 
Portugueſe Sugars are almoſt all of them Fine Sugars, 
which the French are willing to take of them that rhey 
might break our Trade, tho' they refuſe to take from 
us any Clay'd or Refin'd Sugars. So heartily do the 
French favour our Trade, - 

There is no notice taken here of the Benefits we re- 
ceive by the great Quantities of Corn lately ſent to 
France ; becauſe that is but an accidental Advantage, 
ariſing from the Dearth Laſt Year ; for in Common 
Years they abound in Corn enough to ſerve themſelves 
and for Exportation too: So that this is not to be men- 
tion'd, as an Advantage in a Regular Courſe of Trade. 

One thing further muſt not be omitted. which is, 
That during the very great Sruggle that has been 
made for ſeveral Years paſt, to keep the High Duties 
upon French Wines, it has been 8 neceſſary 
both by ſpeaking, and writing, to diſcloſe very openly 


the Nature of our Trade with Portugal, Spain, and 


1taly, and to preſs that all the Favours that were poſſi- 
ble might be continu'd to thoſe Nations, from whence 
ſo great a Ballance was yearly paid us in Money. This 
has already awaken'd the Portugueſe, the Conſequen- 
ces of which may be very fatal to our Trade, and by 
that co the Landed Intereſt, which are inſeparable. 
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But it muſt be remembr'd, that all thoſe ill Conſe. ,vW 
uences are juſtly chargeably on thofe that occafion'd 

that Diſcovery ; The unthinking immoderate Livers of 

French Mine, to whom it is wholly owing.

Some Obſervations on the Treaty of Commerce between Great | 
Britain and France ! 


INCE the above-written, the Treaty is publiſh'd 
* by Authority. 

The 8th Article is againſt the Portugal Treaty, by 
propoſing an Equality. 

By the ↄth, tis provided, That the Tarif cf 1664, 
ſhall not take place till Two Months after a Law ſhall 
paſs here, to reduce the Duties on all Commodities, 
to an Equality wirh what is paid for Goods of the like 
nature imported from any other Country in Europe. 
Notwithſtanding which, in caſe ſack an Act ſhall paſs 
here, tis hop'd the French King may be oblig'd by an 
Edict, to ſuſpend the Payment of the High Duties now 

. Payable on our Goods in France for thoſe Two 
Months; or the Act net to take place till ſuch time as 
the Treaty ſhall take place in France. 

The 1oth Article ſays, The Duties on Tobacco ſhot 
be reduc'd hereafter ; but does nor ſay when that 
HEREAFTER ſhall begin. Tis further ſaid in the 
fame Article, That the Subject on both fides, that is, we 
ſuppoſe, the French as well as Engliſh, ſhall pay the 
{ame Duties, and that there ſhall be an cu Liberty of 
ſelling ; and the Biitiſp Subjects ſhall have the ſame 

Laws (relating thereunto) as the Merchants of France 

themſelves. That may be; and yer the Farm, not- 
withſtanding what is mention'd in the Third Matter 
referr'd to the Commiſſioners, Pag. Fo. may ſtill ſubſiſt 
becauſe tis only left ro Commiſſioners ; which if they 
do not agree; as 'tis very probable they may nor, then 
by virtue of the gth Article, it remains as it was; 
that is, a Farm till ; And then neither the Subjects of 
France nor England, will have any Liberty of ſelling 
but to the Farmers only, at what Price they pleaſe : 
Which amounts to a Prohibition. 
The ſame may be ſaid of the Inſpection of all our 
Manufactures in France, which is the Firſt Matter fe- 
ferr'd to the Commiſſioners, Pag. 49. That if it is not 
agreed, the French will, *cis probable, find Pretences 
to ſuffer none to be imported. | 

The 11th Aaticle ſays, The 50 Sols French Money 


Paid per Ton on the Britiſh Ships, ſhall ceaſe, and that 
K k 4 : no 
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WY YN no ſuch Duty ſhall be laid hereafter : But that will 


not prevent their exacting a further Duty that has al. 
ready been laid for ſome Years, of 20 Sols more than 
the above 530 Sol; for we have been forced to pay 
70 Sols per Ton on all Ships that have carried any of 
our Manufactures or Growths (except Corn) ever 


. fince the Tariff of 1701, which being laid in Time 


of Peace, and not merition'd now, *twill not be ſtrange 
if it be inſiſted on. 

In the 29th Article, the Bail to be given in Eng. 
land, for Ships taking Letters of Mart, is to be 15001. 
Sterl. and 3oool. Sterl. according to their Bigneſs ; 
that to be enter'd into by the French, is to be bur 
16500 J. Tournois, and 3 3000 J. Tournois: Which, rec. 
koning the gangs at 4s. 6 d. per French Crown, 
which is the higheſt that can be reckon'd at, makes 
this Difference; that in the 15007. we muſt give 
more Security by 262 J. 10 5. and in the 3000 l. we 
muſt be bound in 525 J. more than the French. 

Since by this Treaty, four Britiþ Commodities ex- 
cepted out of the Tariff of 1664, muſt pay the high 
Duties impoſed in France in 1699, ſure tis highly rea- 
ſonable that Four of the Commodities of France ſhould 
pay the Duties impoſed in England in the 7th and 8th 
of William III. And the better to ſee how high thoſe 


Duties are, here is a Compariſon between the Tariff 


of 1664, and that of 1699.

Note, The above Proportion, ſuch as it is, for our Fiſh, excludes the. 
Newfoundland Fh, Conger, Ling, and all Fiſh not in Barrels. 
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By the ↄth Article, and by the Explanation in p. 54. 
of the Treaty, tis ABSOLUTELY agreed, that the 
above-mention'd Duties ſhall be paid for theſe Com. 
modities; which how unreaſonable it is for the French 
to demand at the Time they infiſt ro have the Duties 
taken off here, the following Obſervations will ſhew. 

A Cloth of 5o Yards, coarſe or fine, muſt pay, for 
every 25 Yards, 55 Livres Tourns ; that is, in erling 
Money, at 45. 6 d. per Fr. nch Crown, 81. 5 5. Sterl. 

A Ratine the ſame.

coſt, put aboard, 16s. a Barrel, muſt pay in France 
above 5 s. 11 &. per Barrel. | 

Refin'd Sugar 335. 9 d. per 100 Ib. Suttle, which is 
above 60 J. per Cent. of the Value here, one Sort with 
another.

Can any Man ſuppoſe theſe Duties don't amount to 
a Prohibition ? 

Beſides, the manner of Expreſſion in the 2d Article, 
p. 84. is to be taken Notice of. Tis there ſaid, that 
to facilitate the Trade of Cloths, Ratines and Serge, (Pour 
en faciliter le Commerce) it ſhall be allow d to import 
them? Where ? not in all or any Port of France, but 
only in three Places, St. Vallery, Roan and Bourdeaux. 
The Intention of France, in which Reſtriction, is with 


deſign, that being afterwards tranſported by Land, or 


if by Sea in their own Ships, the Carriage ſhould ren- 
der them dearer. And by the gth Article 'tis agreed, 
That if the ommiſſioners on both Sides ſhall not ad- 
juſt the Matter of theſe excepted Commodities, then 
they ſhall ſtand as before; that is, they may be viſited 
and inſpected. The gth Article alſo ſeems to want an 
Explanation; as to what Provinces are mention'd in 
the Tariff of 1664, and of what Provinces are ex- 
cepted by the Words, Otherwiſe than according to the 
Rule at that Time preſcribed. 

The French are ſo kind, in order (no doubt) to facili- 
eate our Commerce, to permit our ſalted Barre] Fiſh, up- 
on paying thoſe high Duties, to be admitted to an En- 
try in five Places, wiz. the three above-mention'd, and 
Nantes and Litbon; the Jaſt is a Place of no Trade, 
bur ſerv'd only to make up the Number of Places, 


and is about twelve Leagues from Bourdeaux in the, 


River Dordogne; but in all other Parts of France to re- 
main Prohibited. And ſhall our Trade be thus in- 
cumbred, and theirs free? - 36
